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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-20, 25, and 30, drawn to an electrode material composition, 
classified in class 429, subclass 209. 

II. Claims 21-24 and 26-29, drawn to a method of making an electrode 
material, classified in class 29, subclass 623.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the electrode material can be made by a 
different process such as coating a slurry onto the substrate. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

If Group I is chosen: 
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Choose one surface/chemical modifier from: LixNi1-yMy02 or AI203 or Cr203 or 
MgO or AI2-yMgyO3-0.5y or Zr1-yMy02-y. 

Choose one positive electrode material from: LiCo02 or LiMn204 or LiNM- 
yCoy02. 

Choose the claims that are dependent on the chosen modifier and cathode 
material. 

If claim 30 is chosen: 

Choose one precursor from: AI203 or Cr203 or MgO or MgAI04 or Li1 +xMn2-x- 
yMy04. 

If Group II is chosen: 

Choose one surface/chemical modifier from: LixNi1-yCoy02 or AI203 or Cr203 
or MgO or MgAI204 in claim 21 or choose one surface/chemical modifier from: AI203 
or Cr203 or MgO or MgAI204 or Li1+xMn2-x-yMy04 in claim 26. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
